‘ Florence Schumaker x 
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Luke 11:13, “If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto your 
children, how much more shall your heav- 
enly Father give the Holy Spirit unto 
them that ASK him?” 

There was once a young girl whose 
mother used to quote this verse to her, 
and tell her to ask for the Holy Spirit, 
without either one of them knowing any- 
thing about its real meaning.

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Speaking To Our Youth 


W. PAUL STALLINGS 


Zechariah 2:4, “. . . run, speak to this 
young man...” This is no interpreta- 
tion, merely an application of the text. 
Now may we notice some reasons why we 
should speak to our youth. 


RUN SPEAK TO THAT YOUNG 
MAN BECAUSE 


First: In youth man is susceptible to 
habits and training. 

A habit may be defined as an 
acquired response, a tendency toward 
an action or condition which by repe- 
tition has become spontaneous. Some 
psychologists contend that the first six 
years are the most important in the de- 
velopment of the individual, because hab- 
its then formed persist throughout life. 
During the first six or eight years we 
learn to walk, talk, read and write, the 
fundamentals of knowledge. Surely youth 
is the preparation period of our life. An 
investment in the proper education at 
this time pays the greatest dividend. 
Solomon said, “Train up a child in the 
way he should go: and when he is old, 
he will not depart from it,” and, as Paul 
taught, “ ... bring them up in the 
discipline and admonition of the Lord.” 
We should not turn them loose and let 
them do as they please, but discipline 
them in the way they should go and 
they will not depart from it. The lack 
of discipline in some of our Sunday 
schools leads one to think they do not de- 
serve the name school. The irreverent at- 
titude toward God’s house, His Word, and 
His teachings assumed by some people 
leads toward skepticism and unbelief. 
Some people reverence God’s house no 
more than their barn. Yes, discipline is 
sadly lacking in our world today. There 
are some schools of psychology that 
would tell us to do as we please. You 
know as well as I that this is not Chris- 
tian. The noun “disciple,” as the fol- 
lowers of Christ were called, connotes if 
not denotes discipline. It has been found 
that over fifty per cent of the first 
known’ delinquences of reformatory 
groups occur before the age of fourteen, 
ten per cent before the age of ten, and 
many as early as the sixth year or before. 
We must speak to our youth. 

Second: His soul demands our immedi- 
ate attention. 

Eccl. 12:1, “Remember now thy Cre- 
ator in the days of thy youth.” Would 
it not be sad to have erased from our 
minds all the pleasant memories of our 
life? Just so sad will it be to spend the 
heyday of your life in riotous living and 
forget God. Like one young man, who, 
regardless of his poverty, had determina- 
tion to make good in life. His heart was 
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set on a college education and a law 
practice. His life and conduct were 
scrutinized by a wealthy bachelor, who, 
when the boy had finished high school, 
financed him through college. One day, 
after the boy returned home prepared and 
ready for his work, the bachelor called 
him in to talk with him. “May I ask,” 
said the bachelor, “what are your life 
plans?” In reply the boy said, ““You see 
that building over there? I am opening 
my office there.” “Very well, young man, 
what next?” “‘Then I plan to have a large 
practice and make some money.” “Very 
well, young man, what next?” “You see 
that lot over there? I plan to buy that 
and build my home, furnish it, and mar- 
ry the girl I love.” “Very well, young 
man, what next?” “I plan by that time to 
have enough money to travel and see the 
world, to enjoy and take life easy the rest 
of my life.” “My God,” cried the bache- 
lor, “‘you’ve left God out of all your life. 
Remember you must be born again. John 
a3, 

Aaron Burr, when twelve years old, 
made application at Princeton to be ad- 
mitted as a sophomore. The rules for- 
bade that any one under fourteen should 
be accepted. When he was thirteen years 
and six months old he passed the examina- 
tion. They suspended the rules and ad- 
mitted Aaron Burr to Princeton Univer- 
sity. When he was sixteen years old he 
graduated, the valedictorian of his class, 
and in the years to follow there has been 
only one person to equal the mark he 
made. During the time Aaron Burr was 
in Princeton, a mighty revival swept 
through the campus and out of that re- 
vival three boys were converted who 
afterwards became presidents of Prince- 


ton. Aaron Burr was so fired by the Holy 
Ghost in his heart that he went to Dr. 
Witherspoon and asked him whether he 
ought to give his heart to God. It is re- 
lated that Dr. Witherspoon said, “Mr. 
Burr, I would wait until this is over, 
then in the quiet of your mind you can 
settle the question.” Burr turned to him 
and said, ‘““Thank you, Doctor.” The ques- 
tion was settled; Burr turned to his law 
practice, knowing that if he gave his heart 
to God he would have to preach the gos- 
pel as his grandfather, Jonathan Ed- 
wards, had done, and that he would not 
do. Think of the possibilities of Aaron 
Burr. He came within one vote of being 
president of the United States. At one 
time he was attorney general, at another 
time vice-president. Think what he could 
have been had he only remembered God 
in his youth. 


Third: In youth we can give all instead 
of part of our life to Christ. 
Some people devote a lifetime learning 
a profession. Why not devote a lifetime 
to Christ? Jesus never taught anyone how 
to make a living. He taught people how 
to live. No one begins the study of law 
or medicine as a profession after he is 
fifty and in the declining years of life. 
He studies in his youth so as to be quali- 
fied to serve throughout life. Some 
young person will say, “Our friends will 
laugh at us.” One of America’s greatest 
preachers today was converted in his 
youth and tells how two boys laughed at 
him for becoming a Christian. One of 
them went to prison for life, the other 
sleeps in a drunkard’s grave. Will you be 
the one to laugh? Gypsy Smith, in his 
unique way, once said, “Save an old per- 
son and you save a unit. Save a young 
fellow or girl, and you save a whole mul- 
tiplication table.” The Church of God 
needs today, as never before, young men 
and women who, in the work for Christ, 
will be like successful merchants, “broad 
in outlook, vigilant in detail, intelligent 
in method, and decisive in action.” May 
we say with the poet of old: 
“Jesus, I my cross have taken, 
All to leave and follow thee; 
Destitute, despised, forsaken, 
Thou from hence my all shall be: 
Perish every fond ambition, 
All I’ve sought and hoped and 
known; 
Yet how rich is my condition, 
God and heaven are still my own.

The mission quota, the Evan- 
gel subscription quota, the aged 
ministers’ quota, and other quotas 
which were found lacking at the 
end of the quarter or the end of 
the year, can usually be traced 
to the fact that work on them was 
begun too late. Perhaps they 
worked hard enough after they started. 

We are in receipt of a letter from Rev. Perry Horton, of 
Richmond, Ky., with a check for $6.00 and six subscriptions to 
the Evangel. A note beneath the subscription says in part, “It 
may be interesting to you to know that this is the beginning of 
a new year’s drive for Evangel subscriptions in whatever contest 
or subscription-raising campaign may be put on.”

preparing to launch out with a better organiza- 
tion, a better system and order, and collaborated interest 
and energy for another year’s work. There are men in the 
min'stry who have been successful, whose churches have made 
progress, whose programs have gone over the top, whose dis- 
positions are lovable and whose work in the church, community 
or city has been an asset to the organization. This particular type 
of pastor is not hard to place and his appointment does not cause 
the overseer any particular disturbance or anxiety because he 
will make good wherever he is placed. But the pastor who sleeps 
until nine, ten or eleven o’clock, doesn’t entertain, doesn’t visit, 
deesn’t study so that he will have something new and worth 
while for his congregation when they gather together, some- 
thing that will feed their souls and give them spiritual life and 
energy, those who have looked forward to the Assembly as the 
time of another change and have planned ever since their previ- 
ous appointment to get by until another time of appointment, 
the placing of these is a real problem. 

One minister was contemplating a change. He asked the for- 
mer pastor, “Does the church have a parsonage?” “Yes,” was 
the reply. ‘Is the church out of debt?” “Yes,” remarked the 
former pastor. “What does the church pay?” he further inter- 
rogated. ‘“The church will take care of you well, if you take care 
of them,” was the former pastor’s reply. “But,” he said, “there 
is a little work to be done on the property that should be taken 
care of at an early date.” “Well,” replied the prospective pastor, 
“do you suppose we could get by with it like it is for one year?” 
And so it is, there are a few people in the world who figure 
only on getting by. This type of 
ministry cannot be a great asset 
to the church. They are good 
men, many of them, but they 
need to wake up, wake up to the 
responsibility of their call, wake 
up to the responsibility of their 
position, and wake up to the need 
of the hour. If they can be 
awakened, they can correct those 
things in their experiences which 
make them one-year preachers. 
Besides this, the man who only 
plans being able to stay one year 
at a place, seldom can stay that 
long satisfactorily and sometimes 
mid-term changes have to be 
made, and these are perilous both 
to the ministry and to the church. 
It certainly is time that the officialdom—general, state-wide, 
district and local—work together to correct these mistakes, 
that we might have a ministry that will work as though they 
were on the same job for life but be prepared to change at the 
end of any year that the best interest of the church demands. 
IN Paul’s admonition to the church at Cor- 
inth, on the administration of spiritual things, 
his great injunction was, “Follow after 
charity and desire spiritual gifts.” Since “God is love” it remains 
that charity must have first place in the Church, and in the ad- 
ministration of the government of the Church, but aside from 
this there is no gift more necessary than that of knowledge. 

In Isa. 33:6 we have these words, “And wisdom and knowl- 
edge shall be the stability of thy times, and strength of salva- 
tion.” And thus it is through knowledge that the church can 
become established. When a piece of machinery is in perfect 
shape, perfectly regulated, and running, anyone can stand and 
watch it but it takes knowledge on the part of an operator to 
make it go. Knowledge is knowing what to do, while wisdom 
and charity teach us when, where, and how.

We 
tried to hire someone and we could not 
and when it looked like we were defeated 
we went to God with it and He gave us 
a good place. We could not have had a 
better place.—Lizzie Maynard. 
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Question: Will you please answer this 
in the Evangel or in any other way? 
Thank you. Acts 19:6 says, “The Holy 
Ghost came on them; and they spake 
with tongues, and prophesied.” And 
Peter, on the day of Pentecost, said, 
“This is that which was spoken by the 
prophet Joel,” Acts 2:16. And the proph- 
et Joel says, “Your sons and your daugh- 
ters shall prophesy,” Joel 2:28, but does 
not say a word about speaking with 
tongues in the whole book of Joel. In 
view of the above scriptures, wouldn’t 
it be consistent for you to teach that all 
who receive the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost will both speak with tongues and 
prophesy? In other words, will you ex- 
plain why you leave off or have no use 
for the prophesying part of Acts 19:6 
when you use it to prove that all who re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost will speak with 
other tongues, when it says, ““They spake 
with tongues, and prophesied”?—F. T. 
M. 

Answer: In the July 19 issue of the 
Evangel, two questions are answered in 
the Question Box which were sent in 
from a tract circulated in S. Carolina. 
The brother who wrote this tract wrote 
us a nice letter answering our explanation 
and asked the above questions. We feel 
that they are an honest inquiry and 
therefore I am giving the answer. 

To begin with, in our answer in the 
July 19 issue, we did not give Acts 19:6 
to prove that all who receive the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost speak with tongues, 
but rather as an answer to the inquiry 
of the tract, why something was not said 
about it. Paul had declared the whole 
counsel of God and we feel that it cer- 
tainly is an answer. It is true that on the 
day of Pentecost those who received the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost prophesied 
and that Peter quoted Joel 2:28. Our in- 
quirer quotes Joel and insists that he said 
nothing about speaking in other tongues. 
Why was it necessary that Joel say any- 
thing about speaking in other tongues? 
Peter seemed to know that the experience 
was the same. At least that is what he 
said when he made this statement, ‘“This 
is that,” therefore, if the people spoke in 
other tongues when they received this, 
then it must have been that which the 
prophet Joel was speaking of. But let us 
see if there is scripture to prove that 
those who receive the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost will speak in other tongues. 
First, we quote John 14:26, “But the 
Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, 
he shall teach you all things, and bring 
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all things to your remembrance, whatso- 
ever I have said unto you.” This verse 
established the Holy Ghost as the Com- 
forter. In John 15:26 we read, “But when 
the Comforter is come, whom I will send 
unto you from the Father, even the Spirit 
of truth, which proceedeth from the 
Father, he shall testify of me.” This 
scripture shows that when the Comfort- 
er, or the Holy Ghost, comes He will tes- 
tify. The 14th chapter of First Corinthi- 
ans, quoting from verse 16, says, “Else 
when thou shalt bless with the spirit, how 
shall he that occupieth the room of the 
unlearned say Amen at thy giving of 
thanks, seeing he understandeth not what 
thou sayest?”’ Verse 18 says, “I thank my 
God, I speak with tongues more than ye 
all,” thus signifying that when the 
Spirit speaks the understanding is un- 
fruitful, or that the Spirit speaks in an- 
other tongue. The rest of the story is eas- 
ily told, since Jesus said, in John 15:26, 
when the Holy Ghost came that He 
would testify, and Paul states that when 
the Spirit speaks the understanding is un- 
fruitful; and since, when the one hundred 
and twenty, on the day of Pentecost re- 
ceived the baptism with the Holy Ghost 
they spoke with other tongues; and the 
household of Cornelius, a Gentile family 
receiving the Holy Ghost, spoke in other 
tongues; and the people of Ephesus, ac- 
cording to the 19th chapter, spoke in 
other tongues, there is nothing left for 
the honest inquirer to do but to believe 
the Word of God and accept that those 
who receive the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost speak in another language. 

Question: We read in Heb. 9:27, “It is 
appointed unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment.” Will the saints who 
are caught up in the air when Christ 
comes die? If so, what will become of 
their bodies? Will they die a natural 
death?—B. J. D. 

Answer: The statement in Heb. 9:27, 
“It is appointed unto men once to die,” 
is just as true as any other scripture 
found in God’s Word, and this appoint- 
ment must be filled regardless of race, 
color, nationality, or creed. The best ex- 
planation of this is found in 1 Corinthi- 
ans 15. The question is asked in the 35th 
verse, “But some men say, How are the 
dead raised up? and with what body do 
they come?” This shows that it was a 
puzzling question. The answer comes in 
the 36th verse, ‘Thou fool, that which 
thou sowest is not quickened, except it 
die.” Then to illustrate how it will be, 
Paul tells us in the 37th and 38th verses, 
*And_ that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, but 
bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or 
some other grain: But God giveth it a 
body as it hath pleased him, and every seed 
his own body.” The explanation is easily

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DOWN MEXICO WAY 
J. W. ARCHER 

To our thousands of friends in the 
Church of God, known and unknown, 
greetings from down Mexico way, in 
the name of our precious Lord and Sav- 
ior Jesus Christ, who always shows His 
love and approval upon His children, but 
who seems to have manifested His con- 
stant love and approval in a marked way 
upon the efforts of the Church of God 
in Mexico. We feel of a certainty that 
God has given a special commission to 
the Church of God to evangelize this 
land of lost and suffering millions ere the 
Lord comes. 

Seeing the constant picture here of 
men riding burros or horses while the 
wife trots along behind, reminds one of 
the Indian story. An American tourist in 
the West, seeing an Indian riding and 
his squaw walking, asked, “Why don’t 
you let your wife ride?” to which the In- 
dian replied in evident surprise, “Huh! 
squaw ain’t got no horse.” After the 
Congress here in April, we felt somewhat 
like the poor squaw. We had places to go, 
but no horse to go on. But now, thanks 
to our ever present Lord Jesus, we have 
many horses. To make ourselves clearer, 
it has already been reported in the Evan- 
gel that it was necessary to make certain 
changes here for the good of the work. 
We had not been here long in the Bible 
School work before we discovered that 
there were certain moral, spiritual and 
governmental standards in the leadership 
here which we knew the Church of God 
could not endorse. But we determined to 
say nothing until our Mission Board ar- 
rived to study conditions firsthand. 
Brother Ingram, who arrived six weeks 
or so before the Congress, likewise made 
a quiet but thorough investigation, and 
arrived at the same conclusion as ours. 

The Mission Board and Brother Walk- 
er worked hard, tearfully and prayerful- 
ly all week to try to find a common 
ground on which the fellowship could be 
continued, for all felt that they were 
dealing with the Lord’s business for 
Mexico. But finding that to continue the 
fellowship was to lower the high stand- 
ards of The Church of God, a statement 
of separation was approved by all the 
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Americans and presented to a joint meet- 
ing of the ministers of both organizations 
by Brother Tharp, in a positive but tear- 
ful manner. We have never experienced 
such heart-rending weeping as followed, 
for most of the ministers of the local or- 
ganization felt that the union with the 
Church of God was ordained, and 
they well knew that the fault of the sep- 
aration did not lie at our door nor at the 
door of these simple, honest, God-fearing 
workers. 

Sc it was that after our officials had 
left on Sunday morning to answer other 
vital calls of duty in the States, and

Brother Ingram followed on Monday, to 
his work elsewhere, that we felt like the 
squaw. We had places to go, but no horse 
to ride. For our officials, all of whom we 
learned to know better, and to love and 
respect more, for the Christlike manner 
in which they handled a delicate situa- 
tion, left the job of organizing the 
Church of God in all southern Mexico, in 
our hands. 


We felt keenly our responsibility, both 
to the Church of God and to our Cap- 
tain of the Army, for we feel that ours 
is the responsibility as a Church above all 
others, to win the lost souls of Mexico 
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for Jesus, other full gospel groups having 
been here for years and their touch on 
the vast unsaved of Mexico has just 
reached the fringes. But we entered our 
work with the joy of feeling that we 
were right square in the center of God’s 
will, for the Lord had spoken definite- 
ly, two weeks before the Congress, that 
He was going to make a great change 
in Mexico, and that our personal respon- 
sibility was to be greatly increased. We 
feel certain that God has given to the 
Church of God the great privilege of es- 
tablishing in Mexico a powerful work 
for Him, on the God-improved method 
and teachings of The Church, unhindered 
by others. With this thought in mind, 
we are not accepting everyone who comes 
to us for fellowship, but are first mak- 
ing a thorough investigation, not only of 
their doctrine and morals but to see 
whether they are lovers of peace and 
sound government, in the Church. 

After a month of much prayer and 
work, we reopened the Bible School. 
Without invitation on our part, the cream 
of the former Bible School braved the 
criticism of leader, and sometimes parents, 
to come to us. We now have a very fine 
group of consecrated young ministers in 
the school, a correspondence group of 
over fifty students spread all over Mex- 
ico. We have sixteen churches and other: 
forming and others applying to join us. 
Between 125 and 150 have been saved in 
the three brief, disorganized months, 
twenty-five have been sanctified and 
filled with the Spirit, and numerous ones 
have had visions of the great work of the 
Church of God in Mexico. 

We have personally visited the secretary 
of gobernacion, corresponding to the 
U. S. secretary of state, and have received 
his approval of our application for one 
of the empty Catholic temples in Mexi- 
co City, and have received permission 
from him to organize in the Republic of 
Mexico. 

As soon as we have our central head- 
quarters established in this capital city, 
many will come to us, for we have been 
threatened by enemies to be run out of 
the country, and many are waiting to 
make sure they are not tying their hopes

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High Lights of the North Carolina State Convention

anced program in every local church. 


The state convention for the Church 
of God in North Carolina convened at 
Kannapolis climaxing a wonderful state 
camp meeting. The convention was 
opened by the overseer, Earl P. Paulk. 
He presided with an air of serene and 
tranquil confidence. The ministry of the 
state had cooperated with him to the 
fullest extent and the results as given 
in the reports showed that he had done a 
good job. The program of the conven- 
tion was a well-balanced program and 
its execution showed that the state had 
followed a_ well-balanced program 
through the entire year. The reports of 
the various districts were very short and 
pointed but were all that was necessary to 
let the entire convention know that 
there had been no idling on the job. A re- 
port of the Gastonia district by Rev. 
Henry Corley, district overseer, was a 
nice sample of these reports: ‘Since last 
Assembly 318 were saved, 191 sancti- 
fied, 162 baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
201 added to the Church. The amount 
of money raised on the district for build- 
ing purposes was $6,742.50; raised in 
missions on_ one-dollar-per-member 
drive, $416.00; amount raised for or- 
phanage work, $324.88; gross tithes paid 
in from the district, $12,730.15; paid 
to visiting ministers, $884.00; amount 
sent to Headquarters, $2,546.00; 5% 
mission quota, $630.50; district mission 
offering, $300.00. The total of finance 
raised on the Gastonia district since last 
Assembly was $25,069.19.” They also 
reported a property value of $41,200.00. 
Added to this was 22,592 soap coupons 
to help out in the orphanage work. Other 
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districts in the state had good reports in 
proportion to sizes of districts. 


The educational program during the 
camp meeting and convention was ex- 
cellent. Each morning a class in parlia- 
mentary law was taught by Rev. Zeno 
C. Tharp, Superintendent of Education. 
This able instructor used theory, precept 
and example in his teaching, which made 
it very interesting to all present, those 
who were listening in as well as those 
who took part in the class discussions. 


A discourse on child training was de- 
livered by Mrs. L. H. Hunt, of Green- 











ville, S. C. Ministers were held spellbound 
as Sister Hunt spoke on the great, though 
sadly neglected, work of child training 
in the local churches. Her coverages of 
the subject was thorough; her logic was 
sound and her reasoning and persuasive- 
ness powerful. The effect of the message 
was such that many of the pastors de- 
clared that another summer would not go 
by at a church where they were pastor 
without a daily vacation Bible school to 
take care of the juvenile delinquency of 
the Church as well as to gather in those 
who have no church connections but are 
in need of theoretical and spiritual Bible 
training. . 


A discourse on orphanage work in the 
Church of God was delivered by Rev. A. 
V. Childers, pastor of the church at 
Belmont. A short history and outline of 
the work in this line, which had been and 
was being done by the Church of God, 
was given. The speakers spoke words of 
appreciation for what the Church had 
done for children of North Carolina who 
had been raised in credit and had taken 
prominent places in the social, religious 
and industrial world which otherwise 
would have had no one to guide them, 
whose lives would have been empty and 
without special significance. He empha- 
sized the need of more room and of the 
churches as well as friends of the Church 
rallying to the support of the general or- 
ganization in its expansion program of 
providing a new home for the boys where 
they could be adequately trained and pro- 
vided for. His discourse was powerful 
and climaxed with an offering for the 
orphans. A Bible was laid down on the

altar and the people came marching from 
all over the house. The response was great 
and soon a large pile of greenbacks were 
laid on the altar.

Rev. Ralph 
Williams, superintendent of the Y. P. E’s 
and Sunday schols of North Carolina, 
has worked untiringly for the orphanage 
in that state, visiting each church. He 
has showed pictures of the process of the 
construction of the new Church of Ged 
Boys’ Home and created an interest that 
has culminated in giving the young people 
of the State of North Carolina a place of 
real workers for God and His Church. 

Reports at the convention showed that 
the building program of the Church of 
God in North Carolina has also been oper- 
ating in a marvelous way, with new and 
magnificent buildings in Belmont, West 
Gastonia, South Gastonia, and several 
other places in the state. 

The last Sunday of the convention was 
mission day.

to a shooting star, which shines brightly 
for a moment and is gone. Thank God, 
the Lord’s work is not of that variety. 

We already have five works in Mexico 
City alone, more than any other Pente- 
costal group, some of which have labored 
here for fifteen years or more. The great 
need is workers. The Mexicans make very 
capable workers with training. Many 
more are longing to enter the Bible 
School, but lack the finances. Pray for 
these, for we have many calls now which 
cannot be answered for lack of workers. 

In the three months we have made four 
missionary journeys into the deep heart 
of Mexico in distant states, in some cases 
the first American to visit the work. 
These trips have proved profitable in 
sowing the seed of the Church of God, as 
these people know nothing of our move- 
ment. These trips are very interesting and 
sometimes thrilling, to say nothing of 
vast aerial attacks in the night by swoop- 
ing clouds of mosquitoes. We will write in 
detail of these journeys and their results 
in a later issue. Mrs. Archer is looked to 
as the leader of the work here in Mexico 
and in the Bible School, and I on the 
vast, spreading expanses of the field 
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work of this part of a great nation of 
20,000,000 people. This plan is working 
very successfully. One of our greatest 
needs is literature, as the Mexican peo- 
ple are very hungry, eager readers, and 
easily converted. Even many of our 
Christians buy the false doctrine litera- 
ture that the devil is busy distributing 
in this open land.

In the Sst 
verse Paul says “Behold, I shew you a 
mystery; We shall not all sleep, but we 
shall all be changed.” This change of 
which Paul speaks is a death and resur- 
rection as is explained in the 53rd verse, 
“For this corruptible must put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal must put on im- 
mortality.” And so it is that the body 
which has died and putrified will put on 
incorruption. The body which is still alive 
and remaining will put on immortality. 
There will be a death to mortality and a 
resurrection to immortality. There will 
not be any bodies left lying around the 
streets but as Paul has explained it, we 
shall be changed, so in this change the 

old is made into the new. 

Question: Please explain who the wit- 
nesses are who appear in the city of Jeru- 
salem. Is it not correct that they are 
Enoch and Elijah? Some writers think 
they are Elijah and Moses, but I notice in 
Rev. 11:7 that power is given unto the 
beast to overcome and kill them, yet we 
notice in Heb. 9:27 that it is appointed 
unto men once to die. If men can die only 
one time, how could one of them be 
Moses? We also notice in Heb. 11:5 that 
Enoch was translated that he should not 
see death. We know that Moses died, being 
an hundred and twenty years old, so it 
seems that Enoch and Elijah are the only 
ones who have any record of going to 
heaven without dying.

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Secretary Ickes’ ban on the sale of gas- 
oline between 7 p. m. and 7 a. m. brings 
the war much closer home. A shortage 
of gas and by-products seriously hampers 
a war machine. Several states along the 
Atlantic seaboard have been placed under 
the “no-night-selling” rule of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. The results and ef- 
fects of the war as well as our nearness 
to it are emphasized daily. 

While missions and other religious en- 
terprises may be lacking cash for oper- 
ating expenses, the theatrical world is 
flush, according to figures released by the 
treasury department. The salaries paid in- 
clude one of $698,048 to Louis Mayer, 
film magnate; another of $484,820 to 
Gary Cooper; $320,000 to John Ford;

The public spends their money for ma- 
terial diversions to the tune of uncounted 
millions. These figures are cited so that 
our people may see the way of the world 
in this evil day.

It seems that nearly “every man’s 
hand is against them.” This, perhaps, is 
God’s way of planting in their hearts a 
desire to return to the homeland in Pales- 
tine. 

Buenos Aires, Aug. 3.—La Plata obser- 
vatory registered a violent tremor this 
morning which is located in the Pacific 
Ccean in the vicinity of Valparaiso, Chile. 

Weston, Mass., Aug. 4.—Father D. J. 
Linehan, S. J. seismologist at Weston Col- 
lege, reported a “fairly severe earthquake” 
was recorded today on the college seismo- 
graph. Father Linehan said the quake was 
4,830 miles from Boston but the direction 
was undetermined. The quake lasted an 
hour and a half. At least two other minor 
quakes were reported by the newscasters 
last week.

Dr. Hadley Cantril, Princeton Uni- 
versity Professor, has written a book ex- 
plaining why men and women, otherwise 
intelligent, will follow Father Divine, The 
Oxford Group, Nazis, etc. In discussing 
Father Divine and his crowd the author 
says: “To ‘his angels’ Father Divine is 
chiefly an escape. White as well as Ne- 
gro, they can’t understand the complex 
economics that keeps them in squalor. 
And, when man can’t find any meaning 
in reality they instinctively flee into un- 
reality, in this case the obfuscated meta- 
physics of Father Divine. The banquets, 
good fellowship, and security of the 
‘heavens’ make the movement all the 
more appetizing. Many eventually lose 
faith, but even then they suffer extra- 
ordinary fear of Divine’s  self-asserted 
power over life and death.” This is the 
explanation of a psychologist. Viewed by 
psychological standards, he is perhaps 
quite right. Viewed by the Bible, however, 
it is positive proof that we are living in 
the shadow of the tribulation period.
